For the first half of its new album, “The Suburbs,” 
Arcade Fire seems trapped in an artistic cul-de-sac of 
its own creation. 

In the Canadian indie-rock collective’s attempt to 
indict the comforts and complacency of suburban life. 
Win Butler and his pals adopt a lazy kind of lifeless mu- 
sical backdrop to kick things off The bland sounds are 
meant to set off the lyrical zingers — “When all of the 
wall that they built in the ’70s finally fall ... meant noth- 
ing at all,” Butler sings in the title track— and they do. 

However, succeeding at making something bland 
or annoying (and, man, do they succeed at that in 
the cloying “Rococo”) is kind of a hollow victory and 
somewhat misguided, considering how good the 
second half of “The Suburbs” is. Starting with “Half 
Light II (No Celebration),” the album crackles with 
the lively, rousing rock anthems that made the band’s 
debut “Funeral” stunning and its follow-up “Neon 
Bible” entertaining. 

The glam-punk rave-up “Month of May” is an 
adrenaline thrill, while “Wasted Hours” is all lilting 
melodies and delightful restraint. “Sprawl I (Flatland)” 
is knotted in Butler’s intense, anguished vocals and 
the band’s stark beauty but “Sprawl II (Mountains 
Beyond Mountains)” is pure sunshine from Regine 
Chassagne, so sweet-sounding that the keyboards 
practically break into a skip. 

Maybe the introductory humdrum is needed to 
make the rest of “The Suburbs” sound that much 
more triumphant. Then again, considering the current 
dark realities, maybe not.

A retired FBI handwriting specialist 
(Tom Everett Scott) reluctantly helps 
an agent (Natasha Henstridge) hunt 
a killer terrorizing large groups in 
Washington, D.C. The adaptation 
of a Jeffery Deaver book offers de- 
cent suspense for a while, but the

pans out. Then again, those 
are pretty obvious too.

When did porn get so complex? 


Believe it or not, there was a time when In- 
ternet porn didn’t exist. In “Middle Men,” 
Jack (Luke Wilson) neglects his family in 
Houston to help two drug-crazy idiots 
(Giovanni Ribisi, Gabriel Macht) in L. A. 
make millions by charging people world- 
wide for online adult entertainment. The 
Russian mafia has a few issues with that. 

The buzz: The movie is inspired by the 
life of businessman Christopher Mal- 
lick (who also produced “Middle Men”), 
though ya gotta wonder if Mallick’s career 
actually resembled the trajectory of a mob 
movie and led him unconvincingly from 
his uptight Southern family into the arms 
of a young porn star (Laura Ramsey). At 
the very least, the real-life entrepreneur 
probably is a more charismatic person 
than Wilson. 


The verdict: Why jumble up a true 
story about big money and porn with so 
many senseless diversions? Just make a 
documentary Jack never seems like the 
kind of entertainment mogul who could 
romance Audrey Dawns (Ramsey), and so 
many characters emerge as saints or villains 
that the film may as well have been shot 
in black and white. Maybe “Middle Men” 
would develop some momentum if Jack 
didn’t add voiceover to explain even the 
most self-explanatory moments. Instead, 
the best, most button-pushing joke is in 
tackling sex and self-love as something so 
fundamental that even terrorists could be- 
come addicted to a porn site at the risk of 
having their whereabouts tracked. If only

The director’s movies 
rake in millions— so 
why so many haters?

PHILADELPHIA What’s wrong with this pic- 
ture? 

M. Night Shyamalan’s “The Last Airbend- 
er,” his adaptation of Nickelodeon’s ‘Avatar: 
The Last Airbender” cartoon series, topped 
$125 million in its first month of release. It’s 
already the 13th highest-grossing film of the 
year, and in the few overseas markets where it 
has opened so far (Russia, Ukraine, Japan), the 
CGI-driven fantasy has attracted enthusias- 
tic crowds and about $30 million in additional 
box office revenue. 

But take a look at Rotten Tomatoes or 
Metacritic, the online movie-review aggrega- 
tors, and “The Last Airbender” is among the 
most widely reviled releases of 2010: “Mind- 
bendingly turgid!” “The worst botch of a fan- 
tasy epic!” ‘An agonizing experience in every 
category!” 

Like the menacing creatures lurking in the 
dark woods of the filmmaker’s “The Village,” 
like the ominous aliens skulking through the 
cornfields of his “Signs,” the Shyamalan haters 
are out there, loud and legion. 

“Yeah, it’s a phenomenon— that’s a kind 
way to put it,” says the director, laughing it off 
last week at a Starbucks close to his Chester 
County, Pa., farm. “It’s something that I’ve 
thought about forever. ... It feels a little bit 
personal.”

“I understand critics have a job to do, and 
I understand that the movie is not perfect,” 
the actor says. 

“But I don’t appreciate it when it becomes 
personal, and some of the attacks are per- 
sonal, directed at Night. The comments are 
overboard.” 

While Shyamalan likens the presence of 
his name above the title to John Grisham or 
Stephen King putting theirs on the cover of 
their respective tomes, such a move, he says, 
is perceived by many as arrogance. 

“I think I get it,” he says. “It’s the presenta- 
tion of the movies as author-driven. ... Here in 
the United States, that comes with a stigma 
of hubris.”

Basket case

It’s a wonder Division Street didn’t 
have a cute little sandwich shop and 
yuppie deli like Wicker Basket Cafe 
before now Promising made-to-order 
sandwiches, pre-made salads and en- 
trees, baked goods, coffee and weekend 
brunch specials, the Ukrainian Village 
(bordering on Wcker Park) shop is just 
what the neighborhood ordered— in 
theory, anyway If only it delivered on 
all those promises. 

High point: The Gooey Monkey 
($4.95). So over-the-top, but so, so 
good. Just imagine: two pieces of 
challah coated in cinnamon and sugar 
with peanut butter, bananas and 
boysenberry jam between them. Now 
grill the whole thing. 

Low point: Rumored brunch 
specials. Wicker Basket Cafe offers 
brunch specials such as French toast, 
pancakes and crepes on weekends. 

Or so we were told on the phone. But 
when we arrived on a Satxxrday morn- 


ing and asked about the daily brunch 
special (perhaps some French toast, we 
hinted?) we were told the “French toast 
chef” wasn’t in. Co-owner Terry Tarant, 
who operates the place with husband 
Cary, assxxres us we’ll be able to expect 
one brunch special Saturdays and one 
or two every Sunday from here on out. 
To be sure, call ahead. 

Feei free to pass on: The breakfast 
sandwiches. There are just three from 
which to choose (one panino and two 
croissants), and the two we sampled 
were equally lackluster. The best of the 
bunch might be the simplest: a bacon, 
egg and cheese croissant ($3.95). 

Is it lunchtime yet? If you’re feeling 
limited by the tiny breakfast sandwich 
lineup and that elusive French toast 
chef isn’t in, never fear. The regular 
menu consists of more than 15 hot and 
cold sandwiches ($4.95-56.95), from 
the Ultimate Grilled Cheese (ched- 
dar, provolone, bacon and tomato on 
Italian bread) to the Antipasto Sand- 



wich (salami, prosciutto, provolone, 
artichokes, roasted red peppers, olives, 
giardiniera and vinaigrette on rustic 
Italian bread). You also can build your 
own from a selection of Boar’s Head 
meats and cheeses and a substantial list 
of breads, veggies and condiments. 

Best seats: Because it’s located at the 
far western end of the busy Division 
Street strip, this is the rare spot where 
you won’t have to fight for a sidewalk 
table. Take advantage and nab a seat. 


Buzz factor: Bouncing off the walls. 
Metropolis Coffee runs like water 
here, and there’s a full complement of 
espresso drinks. 

Crowd surfing: ^ 5 Gth inexpensive 
sandwiches and ready-made, grab-and- 
go deli items as a main draw, it’s no 
surprise that most customers are ’hood 
neighbors who arrive in come-as-you- 
are, weekend-morning attire.

How to be a green 
grilling machine 

The Fourth of July always makes me a little sad. It means that only a 
few months of summer, barbecues and warmth remain. The upside, 
of course, is that the farmers markets finally are filled with rows upon 
rows of beautiful local fruits and veggies. 

But as much as I enjoy cooking up a storm in my kitchen, Fd much 
rather hang out on the porch with a beer while the grill does the 
work. Plus, it’s easy to keep my carbon footprint light. 

In general, a little backyard grilling isn’t going to harm the environ- 
ment. But there are some simple steps you can take to make your 
outdoor experience a green one. 

» Opt for a gas or electric grill over one that burns charcoal and uses 
Lighter fluid. Some commercial charcoal is covered in chemicals. If 
you must use charcoal, use the hardwood lump variety 
» It’ll mean some extra dishes later, but use regular plates and metal 
utensils for serving and eating if your group isn’t too 
large. Disposable products made of biodegrad- 
k able materials, such as corn and bamboo, also are 
^ available. 

» Impress your friends’ taste buds with fruits 
and vegetables from your garden or farm- 
ers market. Corn, peaches, squash, peppers 
W and eggplant all are in season and taste great 
r marinated and grilled. Instead of store-bought 
hot dogs or burgers, purchase meat from your local 
market. To make up for the higher price, buy less than 
you generally would— quality makes up for quantity 
i» Ditch the cans and bottles. Use pitchers to mix fun 
cocktails or non-alcoholic drinks garnished with fresh 
fruit. For a larger guest list, a keg of beer also maybe 
a more economical and eco-friendly option— espe- 
cially if it’s a local brew 

And enjoy it while it lasts, Chicago. Before we 
know it, there will be a foot of ice on the ground 
and no local food in sight.
